However,  the  women  would  eventually  outnumber 
the  men.

For  over  100  years.  Assumption  College  has 
grown  during  20th  century  and  continues  to  expand.

The  vision  for  Assumption  College  started  in 
the  mid- 1800’s  in  France  with  Fr.  Emmanuel 
d'Alzon,  educator  and  founder  of  the 
Augustinians  of  the  Assumption,  whose 
cherished  project  was  the  establishment  of  a 
Catholic  university.  The  College’s  very 
humble  beginnings  in  1904  included  just  10 
students  who  were  charged  $10  per  month. 
The  College’s  start  began  with  the  purchase  of 
a  few  building  on  Fales  Street  in  1903,  in  the

A  College  with 
Franco- American  Roots 


Throughout  the  1920s,  30s, 
and  40s,  the  College  was  led  by 
European  Assumptionists  who 
were  focused  on  educating  a 
bilingual  elite  among  the  Franco- 
American  population  of  New 
England.  It  was  not  until  after 
World  War  II,  when  American- 


born  Assumptionists  rose  to  the 
leadership  of  the  college  that  the 
institution  sought  and  gained 
accreditation  from  the  New 
England  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools.  The 
1949  proclamation,  established 
the  College’s  academic  quality 
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which  was  previously  evident 
from  the  steady  stream  of  well- 
disciplined  Assumption 
graduates  who  often 
distinguished  themselves  in 
further  endeavors  despite  the  fact 
that  they  had  graduated  from  an 
accredited  college.

A  New  Start  at  Salisbury 


The  decade  of  the  1 950’s  marked  a  time  of 
both  destruction  and  rebuilding  for 
Assumption  College.  On  June  9,  1953,  the 
Assumption  campus,  located  in  the  Greendale 
section  of  Worcester,  was  devastated  by  what 
is  known  as  the  deadliest  New  England 
Tornado.  The  tornado  virtually  left  the 
campus  in  ruins  and  took  the  lives  of  two 
Assumptionist  sisters.  With  over  4  million 
dollars  in  damages,  major  changes  were 
needed  to  rebuild  the  campus. 

Instead  of  rebuilding  the  Assumption 
College  campus  in  the  same  location,  it  was 
decided  that  the  College  would  be  relocated.

After  several  months  of  searching.  Father 
Henri  Moquin ,  A  .A .  purchased  a  95-acre  tract 
of  land  on  Salisbury  Street.  In  1954,  the 
College  celebrated  its  Golden  Jubilee,  which 
allowed  the  Assumptionists  to  publicly  thank 
the  community  for  the  overwhelming  support 
they  received  since  the  destruction  of  the 
tornado.  With  a  new  location  and  the  support 
of  the  community,  the  College  started  the 
process  of  rebuilding. 

By  the  year  1956  five  buildings  were 
ready  for  occupancy  in  November:  La  Maison 
Francaise,  The  Dining  Hall,  Alumni 
Residence  Hall,  Kennedy  Science  Hall,  and 
the  power  and  heating  plant.  Six  months  later 
the  first  commencement  on  the  new  campus 
took  place  at  the  Dining  Hall  and  featured

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What’s  In  A  Name 
By  Setarreh  Massihzadegan 

“Set-a-rah.  that’s  an  interesting 
name,"  one  older  man  says,  squinting 
at  my  Grassfields  nametag  “How  do 
you  say  that?” 

“Se-tar-reh,"  I  reply. 

“What  kind  of  name  is  that?” 
“Iranian,”  I  answer  cautiously. 
"Oh."... 

This  is  a  prime  example  of  perhaps 
my  most  common  on-the-job 
encounter  with  the  outside  public. 
Not  uncommon  I’m  sure  for  someone 
with  a  “unique,”  “interesting,”  or 
"different”  name.  Born  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  I,  Setarreh  Mahtaab 
Massihzadegan  am  a  breed  of 
English,  Irish,  and  Iranian.  My  father 
came  to  the  United  States  in  1977  in 
hopes  of  finishing  a  medical  degree 
and  returning  to  Iran.  He  met  my 
mother  here  and  later  the  Iran/Iraq 
War  where,  needless  to  say,  these 
hopes  went  unfulfilled.  Today,  my 
origins  not  only  unlock  the  meaning 
of  my  name,  but  they  constantly 
challenge  me  to  look  at  the  world 
through  a  slightly  sharper  lens  than 
perhaps  most. 

If  not  for  my  name,  most  people 
would  probably  not  think  twice  about 
my  ethnicity,  or  eye  me  any 
differently.  Even  so,  I  am  blessed/ 
cursed  with  this  name  that  permits  me 
to  be  fully  conscious  of  the 
hesitations  and  differing  reactions  of 
the  customers  on  whom  I  wait  at  the 
restaurant,  among  others.  When  the 
usual  dialogue  ensues,  I  am  perhaps 
too  aware  of  the  customers  who 
carefully  ponder  what  they  believe  to 
be  an  objective  and  fair  response, 
meanwhile  noticeably 
uncomfortable  in  their  plush  and 
familiar  booths. 

It  becomes  a  tiresome  process  to 
constantly  be  expected  to  discuss 
one's  name,  without  actually  being 
referred  to  by  it.  I  cannot  count  the 
number  of  conversations  I  have  had 
concerning  the  origin  and 
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pronunciation  of  my  name,  and  while 
I  am  flattered  that  it  makes  such  a 
convenient  conversation  topic,  I 
know  in  the  end  the  person  with 
whom  I  am  talking  will  not  remember 
it  an  hour  later.  I  have  tried  to  imagine 
myself  going  through  life,  known  by 
my  full  name,  in  its  correct 
pronunciation;  I  cannot.  It  is  a  tease 
spending  time  with  my  Iranian 
family,  especially  since  that  is  a  rare 
occasion,  where  I  hear  my  name  in  its 
true  sense.  Today  I  usually  tell  people 
to  call  me  by  my  nickname,  "Set," 
immediately  upon  introducing 
myself.  When  I  do  perchance  say  my 
name,  I  find  that  my  present  group  of 
friends  take  amusement  in  it  since 
they  seem  to  now  believe  their 
rendition,  "Se-da-ray,"  is  actually 
correct.  One  of  my  high  school 
teachers,  when  not  confusing  me  with 
my  friend  Shambhavi,  insisted  that  he 
liked  "Se-teer-a"  better. 
Unfortunately  for  him,  I  still  plan  to 
keep  the  original. 

Whether  the  conversation  is  centered 
more  upon  pronunciation  or  origin, 
not  all  people  react  in  the  same  way. 
Although  the  crowd  at  Grassfields 
consists  mostly  of  older  patrons,  the 
clientele  is  by  no  means  largely 
prejudice.  One  family,  when 
considering  the  origin  of  my  name, 
went  out  of  their  way  to  say,  “Don’t 
worry,  we’re  not  like  that,”  wink- 
wink,  implying  that  I  should  have 
been  happy  that  at  least  one  group  of 
people  is  consciously  open-minded, 
or  at  least  think  they  are.  The  couple 
proceeded  to  debate  for  a  minute  or 
so,  finally  delivering  the  a  response 
meant  to  comfort  me,  that  they 
themselves  were  friendly  with  an 
Iranian.  Was  it  a  distant  relative  or  a 
work  colleague?  Oh  yes,  work 
colleague.  As  I  walked  away  from  the 
table  I  could  not  help  but  think;  Why 
should  people  congratulate 
themselves  on  befriending  people  of 
differing  ethnicities  in  a  country  that 
prides  itself  on  being  a  "melting  pot”? 


Visiting  both  close  and  distant  Iranian 
relatives  living  in  Europe  was 
perhaps  the  type  of  experience  that 
would  benefit  just  about  anyone  who 
currently  lives  happily  in  a  bubble  of 
English  speaking,  fully  American 
people.  In  each  house  that  we  visited 
a  constant  melody  of  intertwining 
languages  carried  though  the  air. 
Whether  it  was  German,  Farsi, 
English,  or  Italian,  there  was  never  a 
scarcity  of  laughter,  food,  music,  or 
hospitality.  Feeling  more  than 
slightly  embarrassed  for  our  lack  of 
Iranian  assimilation,  my  siblings  and 
I  attempted  to  add  what  we  could  to 
our  somewhat  pathetic  knowledge  of 
Iranian  language  and  culture.  It  had 
never  really  come  up  before.  Even 
though  we  may  have  been  sorry 
excuses  for  Iranians,  we  were  always 
welcomed  with  open  arms  by  people 
who  we  had  just  met  and  were  very 
distantly  related.  Nowhere  did 
anyone  hesitate  to  appoint  the 
traditional  kisses  and  handshakes; 
nowhere  were  we  anything  less  than 
family. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  best  examples  of 
this  was  in  Germany  at  the  Iranian 
party  that  we  attended  for  friends  of 
my  father’s  sister.  Although  complete 
strangers  to  the  family,  all  five  of  us 
enjoyed  a  night  of  delicious  Iranian 
food,  dancing,  and  music,  with  some 
German  beer  thrown  in.  I  wished  that 
I  could  have  spoken  more  easily  with 
the  Farsi-  and  German-speaking 
guests,  feeling  instant  regret,  once 
again,  for  my  complete  American- 
ness.  I  realized  then  the  irony  in  the 
“melting  pot”  that  I  found  in  Europe. 

I  was  emanating  with  pride  at  my 
mixture  of  heritage  and  at  the  same 
time  sighing  with  grief  at  the  tardiness 
of  this  realization.  While  I  am  lucky  to 
have  such  a  diverse  group  of  relatives, 

I  also  have  little  left  to  show  for  this 
besides  my  name. 

What  I  gained  from  the  experience  as 
well,  besides  a  promise  to  myself  to 
one  day  learn  Farsi  and  travel  to  Iran, 
was  a  newfound  anger  at  ignorance. 


Although  I  myself  have  so  much  more 
to  learn  about  the  world  I  live  in,  there 
are  vast  numbers  of  people  who  do  not 
even  have  the  desire  to  do  so.  It  is 
certainly  not  easy  to  challenge  the 
ingrained  perceptions  we  have  of 
others,  but  we  owe  it  to  ourselves  and 
to  those  we  look  upon.  I  know  that  I 
had  no  idea  of  what  I  was  missing  by 
keeping  to  the  country  and  customs 
that  I  knew  and  I,m  sure  countless 
others  may  not  even  come  to  know 
this.  For  the  average  American,  much 
of  the  unconscious  prejudice  goes 
unrecognized,  but  continues  wafting 
through  the  air  like  the  aroma  of  steak 
tips  and  crabmeat  pie  at  Grassfields. 
Events  like  September  11th  have 
succeeded  in  causing  people  to  close 
themselves  farther  inside  their 
comfort  zone,  deeply  harming 
themselves  and  thus  our  country 
itself. 

As  Americans,  we  are  fortunate 
enough  to  be  allowed  to  speak  our 
own  opinions  and  think  for  ourselves, 
which  in  turn  should  be  reason  to  do  so 
without  allowing  these  opinions  or 
thoughts  to  be  wrongfully  tainted.  I 
am  proud  to  say  that  I  am  a  mixture  of 
English ,  Irish ,  and  Iranian;  American- 
born,  but  most  of  all  an  individual 
with  a  growing  field  of  vision,  even  if 
my  contacts  need  be  stronger  as  the 
years  go  by .  What  every  person ,  every 
country,  has  a  responsibility  to  do,  is 
to  appreciate  his/her  culture  and  yet 
realize  that  we  are  inherently  the 
same,  no  matter  what  our  name  be.
